Amendment of 3/18/05 has been entered. Claims 1,4-18, 20, 22, 24 and 27-31 are 
pending. The amendment has entered no new matter. 

The amendment has overcome previously stated issues as follows: 

The objection to claims 

The prior art rejection based upon Jakobovits et al in view of Edelman et al, as well as 
various rejections based upon such combination further in view of various tertiary references. 

The obviousness type double patenting rejection over the claims of copending application 
10/209,328 is withdrawn, since the instant application is the first in condition for allowance. 

The art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 

disclosure. Ingber et al (WO 94/25487) show features of the instant invention. Microbeads 

coated with ligands for extracellular matrix receptors/integrins. Cells expressing such 

receptors/integrins are then treated by sonication, such that focal adhesion complexes free of 

other cellular materials remain on the beads. The examiner finds no step disclosing removal of 

the ligand-receptor complexes from the beads. The examiner finds no step that analyzes the 

microenvironment of ligand receptor complexes by chromatographic analysis or by mass 

spectrometry.
